It is probably the 
last one that will ever take place in 
the United Statrs, and it is well that 
it i< so. The demoralization that 
follows such events is wide-spread 
and lasting. A white man who will 
stand up liefore a negro in a prize 
ring and take the chance of being 
bruited and battered and knocked 
out of shape don't deserve anv syni 

patbv when he it defeated. It was 

a great vietorv for the ncuro, but 

its great demoralizing eff eti will be 

far-reaching. Negro preachers all 
over the country were praying that 
the negro might win His victory 
may or may not be due to this lact 
This is a question that is not worth 
considering in this conned ion. The 
victory of the negro will prove bad 
for his race. It will ad I to their 
self importance and their jubilations 
will provoke trouble. Already race 
riots in consequence are reported in 
I York. Ohio, W est \ irgidia, 
irado and other States.— George-

Frankfort. Ky.,— State Auditor 
lames today ap| lied the ten per 
cent penalty, auth< rized bv the stat- 
ute, to fifty-five State and national 
banks and trust companies, which 
failed to pay their taxes on July 1st. 

Three Louisville banks, the First 
National, the Franklin and the 
South Louisville Savings Bank, are 
among the number. The total pen- 
alty added to the fifty-five banks is 
$880. This probably is the first 
time this statute has been called into 
action to force tax collection from
